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Tough rules 
aim to slim 
the children 

Tough new plans to crackdown on Walsall’s child¬ 
hood obesity epidemic have been revealed — includ¬ 
ing stricter rules on takeaways, smaller meal sizes 
and letters home to parents about individual school 
policies on the issue. 

Council bosses say changes need to be made as a 
“matter of urgency” as more than 720 reception-age 
children are overweight and obese in the borough. 
More than 1,000 Year 6 school pupils are also tipping 
the scales at a dangerous weight according to health 
chiefs in the borough. 

A number of solutions to tackle the problem were 
due to go before the Walsall Council’s decision¬ 
making cabinet this week. 

They include stricter consultation rules for new 
takeaways in Walsall. At the moment, when an 
application for a fast food shop is submitted, consul¬ 
tation letters go out to homes and businesses in a 
110m radius - that is now set to be extended to all 
schools within a 400m radius. 

Council bosses are also working to get extra 
funding for healthy eating schemes and are to use 
Facebook and Twitter to get messages out. 

A “obesity policy” is also being worked on with 
schools and letters to be sent out to parents letting 
them know their child’s school’s approach. 

Meanwhile, it was revealed last month that plans 
were afoot to cut meal sizes after it emerged recep¬ 
tion pupils are served the same size portions as 
those of 11-year-olds. 

A working group tasked with tackling obesity sug¬ 
gested a cut in the size and price of meals. 

But it is now suggested that growing Year 6 pupils 
will actually get larger meals to accommodate their 
“early/accelerated growth”. 

Councillor Anthony Harris, cabinet member for 
leisure and culture said: “I think we’re all aware of 
the growing concerns of obesity.” 

Two held over 
shotgun killing 

Two men were arrested today on suspicion of con¬ 
spiring to kill Walsall skip hire boss Richard Deakin. 

The pair, aged 61 and 33, of Bilston, were being 
quizzed at a Staffordshire police station about Mr 
Deakin, 27, being shot twice with a sawn-off 
shotgun. 

Mr Deakin, who ran Walsall-based On Time 
Skips, died of chest wounds after being shot in his 
bed at home in Meadway Street, Chasetown, on July 
5. Two Bilston men in their early 20s were previously 
arrested over the murder. They remain on police 
bail. Police say they believe those behind the murder 
have links to Wolverhampton, Tipton and Coseley. 

BBC’s Crimewatch showed chilling CCTV images 
of a hitman walking through Mr Deakin’s back 
garden in December. Cameras captured the gunman 
walk past a Wendy house and children’s buggies 
before going into the home. 

A black Vauxhall Corsa used by the killers was 
found abandoned in Coppy Nook Lane between 
Chasetown and Hammerwich, 


Canaries worth £700 stolen 

Twenty-five canaries worth an estimated £700 
have been stolen from a collector’s home inWalsall. 
The birds were stolen from Hall Street, Walsall. Sgt 
John De-Hayes, of Walsall Police, said: “If anyone 
has been offered some canaries in unusual circum¬ 
stances, we are asking them to contact us.” The 
owners were too upset to speak. 


Victim’s devastated family calling on public to help

IN PLEA TO 
FIND KILLERS

The devastated grandson of murdered 92- 
year-old Daisy Myring has spoken of his 
family’s loss for the first time, describing it as 
a “personal nightmare”. 

David Worrall held a press conference in Birming¬ 
ham one week after the great-grandmother died of 
head injuries in an attack at her home in Brown- 
hills. 

The 44-year-old from Halesowen said: “Seven days ago 
my grandmother, the kindest most caring of elderly ladies 
was killed in her own home. We all miss her dearly and 
need help catching her killer or killers so we can get some 
semblance of closure from this personal nightmare.” 

Mr Worrall, who was joined by wife Frances and Mrs 
Myring’s niece Kelly Lee, added: “We need everybody’s 
help.” 

Police say a third woman had been arrested and bailed 
on suspicion of murder. A man and a woman from Cannock 
have also been released on police bail. 

“Imagine if this was one of your relatives” he said as he 
made a desperate plea for information after it emerged 
detectives have not had a single call from the public in rela¬ 
tion to Mrs Myring’s murder. 

“She was a loving mother, sister, grandmother, great¬ 
grandmother and auntie of a large family,” he said. “To her 
credit and with our blessing, although she was 92 and par¬ 
tially blind and frail, she decided to live alone in her own 
home. 

Insignificant 

“Despite her age, she would always try to help anyone 
and was always there for advice. We ask you to put your¬ 
selves in our position and imagine if this was one of your 
relatives. We need everybody’s help and if you know any¬ 
thing - no matter how small or insignificant it may seem — 
to contact the police immediately. 

“Somebody, somewhere, knows who committed this 
senseless, horrible murder and we desperately need help 
in bringing them to justice.” Alongside Mr Worrall, was his 
wife Frances, and Mrs Myring’s niece Kelly Lee. 

Police say a woman, aged 32 from Norton Canes, 
Cannock, had been arrested and bailed on suspicion of 
murder. She was arrested last Friday and bailed over the 
weekend. A man and a woman from Cannock, aged 40 and 
36 respectively, are already known to have been arrested 
and bailed. 

The housebound pensioner was beaten to death in her 
home in Albion Road. She suffered a fatal blow to the head 
and was discovered by one of her carers. Mr Worrall added: 
“She obviously had no enemies and there was no one that 
she came into contact with that would not have liked her 
or been affected by her kind nature and positive attitude.

Pensioners’ 
free parking 
is scrapped 

Pensioners in Walsall are no longer eligible for 
free permits allowing their friends and family to 
park at their homes. The news comes as new charges 
for residents’ parking are introduced, with the cost 
of a permit increasing from £20 to £40. 

Now, people aged over 65 who have received free 
visitor permits since the scheme first began will 
have to pay £50. 

Residents in affected streets, including Perse- 
house Street and Holtshill Lane close to the town 
centre, were hand-delivered letters telling them of 
the increase. 

Chimney sweep Peter March, aged 65, of Perse- 
house Street, said: “These new charges are outra¬ 
geous. 

“It’s extortion in my opinion, bearing in mind that 
only two roads up from us is free parking. Some 
people over the age of 65 will find it hard to pay this 
amount.” 

Other residents claimed they had become the 
victims of a system they had initially campaigned 
for. 

Suffering 

Wendy Alpine, aged 60, who has lived in Perse- 
house Street with her husband Malcolm for 38 
years, said: “This residents’ parking scheme was set 
up over 20 years ago instigated by the residents here 
because we were suffering from people parking in 
our streets and going in to Walsall town centre. Now 
we feel like we have become the victims of this.” 

Under the new charges, a resident parking permit 
will cost £40 with an additional visitor permit 
costing £50. 

The hike, which was agreed by Walsall Council’s 
cabinet earlier this year, comes after it was revealed 
£70,000 is spent operating residents’ parking 
schemes but they generate only £7,000. 

Walsall’s transport chief Tom Ansell said: ‘Yearly 
operational costs are around £70,000 which ensures 
sites are enforced several times each day and yet 
even with the price increase income from permits 
will be less than £20,000. 

“I accept that residents should not be responsible 
for funding the entire scheme themselves but even 
with the price increase the council is still meeting 
around 80 per cent of the costs. 

“Permits are continuing to be issued free of charge 
to blue badge holders and there is also a 50 per cent 
discount for carers.” 


Elderly woman 
robbed at home 

A robber forced his way into a Walsall pensioner’s 
home before stealing cash and a bank card. The ter¬ 
rified 76-year-old woman was held down on the floor 
after the attacker burst into her house in Pheasey. 

Police revealed she had gone to the back door of 
her home after hearing a noise and was confronted 
by a man at 10am on Monday. 

He had used a garden fork to force his way in. 

She was then ordered to walk him around her 
home while he looked for things to steal. Police have 
stepped up patrols in the Pheasey area, where three 
attacks have taken place on pensioners over the last 
six weeks. 

Dc Andy Bellingham, from Walsall CID, said: 
“This was a disgusting attack on an elderly and vul¬ 
nerable lady.” 

The man was white, 5ft 4in, unshaven with a dirty 
complexion and local accent. He was wearing a green 
khaki parka-style coat and gardening gloves. 
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Hunt for 
mobiles 
robber 

A mobile phone thief believed to 
have carried out a spate of attacks in 
Walsall is being hunted by police. 

Officers believe four attacks, which 
happened within the space of two days 
in Walsall, are linked. 

They have issued a description of a 
man they want to speak to. Three of 
the attacks happened within the 
space of an hour. 

The man is white, around 5ft 9ins 
tall and of stocky build with short, 
light, mousey-coloured hair and is 
around 17 to 18-years-old. 

In each of the attacks, the thief 
asked the victim for the time and 
when they produced their mobile 
phone he assaulted them, grabbed the 
phone and ran off. 

Det Sgt Richard Marsh, from 
Walsall CID, said: “We have been able 
to link the four robberies and are 
appealing to people for information. 

Identify 

“We are hoping that someone saw 
this man and may be able to identify 
him. Fortunately this type of crime is 
very rare and the victims, all men in 
their late teens, were not seriously 
hurt. This is a very serious crime and 
we want to apprehend the offender as 
soon as possible.” 

The first robbery happened in 
Cricket Close, Walsall. At the time, 
the robber was wearing a dark grey 
tracksuit top and light grey tracksuit 
bottoms. 

The following day it is believed the 
same offender struck three more 
times in the space of an hour. 

The first happened in Mellish Road, 
Walsall. 

A 19-year-old victim was assaulted 
and his phone was taken. Just 10 
minutes later, he attempted to steal a 
phone from a 20-year-old man in 
Broadway North but was chased 
away. He then attempted to steal a 
phone from a 17-year-old man in Park 
Hall Road at around.

It is hoped a review 
of the current operation will result in 
savings on the £885,000 the council is 
spending on stationery every year. 

The award of the contracts for the 
provision of council stationery was 
due before the cabinet on June 8.

Interest in 
doomed 
leisure site 


At least two businessmen have visited 
Willenhall’s doomed leisure centre in a last- 
ditch attempt to save it from the bulldozers. 

The Bath Street centre closed in August last 
year to save money for Walsall Council, with 
demolition expected to start later this month. 

But now it seems interested parties have 
visited the centre recently. 

Campaigners had feared the demolition of the 
centre and swimming baths was a done deal after 
council chiefs said they would start demolishing 
it at the end of June. 

Council officers have confirmed there has been 
fresh interest in the centre. 

Kevin Kendall, head of property services at 
Walsall Council, said: ‘We’ve had a few people 
come to look at the property. We’re exploring all 
avenues before we demolish it.” 

The centre was closed as part of cost-cutting 
measures by Walsall Council after being revealed 
as one of the worst performing facilities in the 
borough. 

Expressed 

Businessmen from Willenhall are believed to 
have taken a tour of the building last week 
although it is not clear if anyone will make a 
move to take it over. 

Following its closure last year, four businesses 
came forward and expressed an interest in 
taking it on. 

Hopes were high the Amateur Swimming Asso¬ 
ciation, which admitted it was interested in 
keeping it as a swimming pool as part of a com¬ 
munity asset transfer, would step in. 

But bosses at the ASA later ruled themselves 
out claiming the move was “not viable” due to the 
age of the building and because it was no longer 
a working pool. 

Demolition of the building is expected to cost 
around £200,000 and will take up to six weeks to 
complete. 

Campaigners fought a long hard battle to save 
it from closure even staging protests but to no 
avail. 

Closing the leisure centre will save Walsall 
Council £1 million over three years.

The prosecutor said 
Mohamed, 36, of Melvin 
Road, Alum Rock, Birm¬ 
ingham, was the driver 
for the deal. She said 
Mills, aged 40, of 
Cannock Road, Wednes- 
field, was acting on 
behalf of an unknown 
buyer and that Rix, 38, of 
Albion Road, Willenhall, 
was assisting Mills. 

All four men pleaded 
guilty to an offence of 
fraudulently avoiding 
duty.

Two Walsall schools are in line for a 
cash injection of more than £360,000. 
Barr Beacon Language College, 
Aldridge, and Hillary Primary, 
Palfrey, will spend the cash on new 
classrooms and remodelling the 
buildings.

Walsall Magistrates Court heard 
last week that Hulme originally 
denied the offence but on the day of 
his trial he changed his plea. 

A statement from one of the women 
said: “I’m totally shocked and scared.” 

Mr Paul Hyatt, defending, said 
jobless Hulme had no previous convic¬ 
tions. Hulme was given a three- 
month curfew between 7pm and 7am 
and ordered to pay £50 compensation 
to each of the women and £200 costs.

Memorial to fallen 


back home at last

From the playing field to the 
battlefield, their all-too-short 
lives were always entwined. 
Sixty-seven pupils from 
Bloxwich’s Elmore Green 
School grew up to be 67 sol¬ 
diers fighting in the Great 
War. 

Now, a First World War memo¬ 
rial plaque has been returned to 
the school following an absence of 
more 50 years. 

It went missing almost 10 years ago 
after its then home was knocked down. 

But after an appeal in the local 
press, it was located at a Staffordshire 
stonemasons. 

The plaque, the size of a set of 
double doors, has been fitted in the 
hall at Elmore Green Primary School 
after being taken out of storage. 

All the young men had been pupils 
at the site prior to the Great War of 
1914 to 1919 when it was a secondary 
school. 

Current head Jane Humphreys said 
the return of the memorial was 
extremely poignant for the school, as 
some of the staff, including herself and 
pupils had relatives named on it. 

Originally dedicated in 1920, the 
tablet cost £130, money raised by 
Elmore Green’s Old Boy’s Committee, 
which organised whist drives and chil¬ 
dren’s events. It was made by Freder¬ 
ick T Perry, a sculptor from Lichfield. 

Erected 

It was erected in the Elmore Green 
Road school where it stood for 40 
years, before it was moved to TP Riley 
Community School in Lichfield Road. 

It disappeared from public view 
when the site was bulldozed in 2002, to 
be replaced by Walsall Academy which 
was unable house it. 

In the years that followed Walsall 
Council museum staff drew a blank 
over its whereabouts, with staff scour¬ 
ing storerooms to find it. 

But after an appeal in the local press 
around three years ago by campaigner 
Edna Marshall, whose uncle Thomas 
Ecclestone is listed, it was located at 
Cannock stonemasons A Walker & Son 
where it had been taken for safe 
keeping. 

Miss Humphreys said the whole 
community was delighted the memo¬ 
rial had been found. 

“We are thrilled to bits because we 
have relatives listed too,” she added. 
“My great uncle Ambrose Squires is on 
it, along with Frank Lloyd the great 
uncle of our parent support advisor 
Josie Lloyd. 

“All the staff and children are very 
proud to have it in the school espe¬ 
cially since one of our community proj¬ 
ects is fundraising for Help for Heroes. 

“It’s important for our children to 
understand there is a connection 
between the past and present, and for 
them to relate to events.” 

Arrangements are now being made 
for a dedication ceremony to be held to 
mark the return. 

The memorial features a beautifully 
carved statue of a sailor on the left 
side, and a soldier on the right. 

At the top is carved the ‘1914 -1919’ 
and the words, ‘To the glory of God and 
in memory of the old boys of this school 
who fell in the Great War’. At the 


bottom, it reads: ‘Their name liveth for 
evermore’. 

Among the soldiers honoured is Able 
Seaman John Thomas Rowbotham, 
known as Tom, who died aged 23 when 
his ship the cargo vessel SS Kilmaho 
was torpedoed and sunk by a German 
submarine in May 1917 near Corn¬ 
wall. It was carrying railway materi¬ 
als between Cardiff and Dunkirk. 

Tom had joined the Royal Navy Vol¬ 
untary Reserve and lived in Church 
Street. 

Battles 

Also 2nd Lt. Frank Lloyd was 
among the few who had served prior to 
the Great War and survived to the end. 

His family lived in Little Bloxwich 
Lane. He had initially served in the 
South Staffordshire Regiment and 
fought in several battles in France. He 
eventually went to air cadet training 
and was posted to RAF Rochford in 


Essex with 61 Squadron. Sadly he was 
killed, aged 23, on February 1, 1919 in 
a flying accident when his aircraft hit 
a live tram wire near Westcliff-on-Sea. 
He was buried in Bloxwich Cemetery, 
Field Road. 

Bertram Elks had lived at 32 
Wallington Heath and had also fought 
in the Somme, France with the South 
Staffordshire Regiment. He died, aged 
23, on April 13, 1918, of gunshot 
wounds to the abdomen suffered the 
previous day near Bailleul the scene of 
a battle. 

Retired teachers Ken Wayman, 62, 
and Barry Crutchley, 68, both of 
Pelsall, have been researching the 
lives of all the men listed on the cream 
coloured alabaster memorial. Mr 
Wayman taught at T.P Riley for 25 
years. 

They are now writing a new book 
and want to hear from surviving rela¬ 
tives of six to find out more about

them. These are: L. Edward Beech or 
Leonard Beech, Horace Hill or Horace 
H Hill or Horace L Hill, Edward Jones 
or Ernest Jones, Alfred Leonard Main, 
John Louis Malpass also known as 
Leonard Morris. 

Finding information about the 
James Smith or Joseph Smith on the 
plaque has proved particularly tricky 
as at least four men were living in the 
area at the time with the same initials 
and age. 

Research 

Mr Crutchley said: “Most of the 67 
names on the plaque have proved to be 
straightforward research but there 
are a few that still need verification 
and additional information. 

‘We would appeal to anyone who 
may have links to the men to get in 
touch with us.”

900 referred 
with cancer 
concerns 

More than 900 people were referred to hospital 
with suspected cancer in Walsall in just three 
months - with only 25 not seen by a specialist within 
the standard 14 days. 

A total of 933 people were referred to Walsall Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust in the first three months of the 
year, with the highest rates being for suspected 
breast, stomach or skin cancer. 

A total of 25 patients were not seen by a specialist 
doctor within the two-week period, that was down to 
the patients either cancelling or rearranging their 
appointments. 

Of the 25 people not seen within two weeks, six 
had to wait up to 16 days, 12 faced a wait up to 21 
days, four between 22 and 28 days and three people 
had to wait longer than 28 days. 

Robert Hodgkiss, divisional director for family 
health and diagnostics in Walsall, said: “The 
National Cancer Pathway was introduced so that a 
specialist would see any patient as quickly as possi¬ 
ble, to confirm or exclude a cancer diagnosis. 

Personal 

“The 25 people who did not get to see a specialist 
at Walsall Manor Hospital within two weeks was 
due to the patient’s own choice, very often we find 
that patients rearrange their appointments for their 
own personal reasons. 

“Whilst we adhere to the ‘Patient Choice’ system, 
it is really important for patients to get the problem 
checked out and to see a specialist as soon as possi¬ 
ble, early diagnosis of a disease may mean more 
effective treatment and better outcomes.” 

One hundred per cent of patients with suspected 
brain tumours and lung or testicular cancer were 
seen within a fortnight. According to the latest 
Department for Health figures, there were two cases 
of suspected children’s cancer, with both patients 
seen within two weeks. Breast, stomach, skin and 
gynaecoloical cancer scares were the most common, 
affecting 304, 144, 128 and 80 people respectively in 
Walsall. One person was seen for a suspected brain 
tumour, 16 for suspected lung cancer, three for tes¬ 
ticular and 76 for head and neck. 


Travellers use 
site for camp 

Travellers have set up camp on land in Brownhills, 
despite council workers being in the process of 
installing wooden bollards to try and block the site. 

A seven-stong convoy has settled on land at 
Holland Park, which has become a notorious hotspot 
for caravans. Walsall Council was putting bollards 
in place to tackle the long-term problem. 

The travellers were noticed on the site off Chester 
Road North and a notice has been served asking 
them to leave immediately. 

Brownhills councillor Barbara Cassidy said there 
were caravans on the land just three weeks ago and 
that it was a regular problem. 

She added there was a need for a designated area 
for travellers in the borough and would be raising 
the matter with the authority. 

“These people have got to go somewhere but 
Holland Park is not the ideal site,” Councillor 
Cassidy said. “It is very prominent and people do get 
angry and upset about it. 

“This is an ongoing problem and there were cara¬ 
vans there three weeks ago. It must cost a lot of 
money to clean up.” 

Communities chief Councillor Zahid Ali, said: ‘We 
are working with police through the appropriate 
legal processes and a notice was served asking them 
to leave immediately. 

“Before their arrival, measures had already 
started to secure the site with the erection of wooden 
bollards to prevent future access to the land. 

“This work is in progress and is due to be com¬ 
pleted imminently.” 

It comes after a similar problem patch of land in 
Pelsall was blocked off by council bosses. 

A skip full of concrete used to close off the access 
point at Walsall Road last month. Bollards are now 
to be installed.

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Schools 
look set 
to grow 

Extra places will be created at two 
Walsall schools under plans unveiled 
to help education bosses cope with a 
baby boom. 

Reception places at Caldmore 
Primary School will be doubled from 
30 to 60 under the new plans, while 
Aldridge’s Leighswood Primary will 
increase its numbers from 75 to 90. 

It will be the second time it has 
created extra places. Both schools are 
currently over-subscribed. Education 
bosses in Walsall are bracing them¬ 
selves for even more demand over the 
coming years. 

Predictions show there could be 
3,592 reception pupils in Walsall by 
2019 to 2020 compared to 3,511 this 
year. Three other primary schools are 
already being enlarged to cope. 

Education councillor Rachel 
Andrew said: “These proposals will 
help to ensure we have sufficient 
places to meet the demand and enable 
greater resources to be targeted at 
teaching and learning. 

“This will help meet a growing 
demand for places caused partly by a 
national rise in birth rates and pro¬ 
posed housing developments in the 
areas and support parental choice.” 

The proposals were due before 
Walsall Council’s decision-making 
cabinet this week and if approved, will 
then go out to formal consultation 
before the end of June. Cash for new 
classrooms would come from the 
Department for Education. 

A report going before council chiefs 
reveals the number of places is 
greater than the projected number of 
pupils until 2015 to 2016. 

However, it adds as pupil numbers 
increase, there will be pressures on 
school accommodation.

Stolen cars ring man 
is now facing prison

A private landlord endangered the lives of his 
tenants, including a pregnant woman, by ignoring 
fire regulations and leaving his Walsall property “a 
death trap”, a court heard. 

Pervaz Khan failed to take basic precautions and 
carry out risk assessments at his three-storey 
building containing three flats in Birmingham 
Road, Walsall magistrates were told. 

The court heard last week that the 46-year-old, 
of Sutton Road, Walsall, failed to fit smoke detec¬ 
tors and alarms and emergency lighting to fire exit 
routes. 

The breaches came to light after firefighters 
were called to a blaze at one of the flats on January 
21, 2009. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting on behalf of West 
Midlands Fire Service, said two of the flats had 
been occupied by tenants at the time. Walsall fire 
crews were called to the second-floor flat at 4.31pm 
after the tenant, Blessing Ajibola, smelled smoke 
coming from his bedroom and discovered a blaze 
had started near a gas fire. 

Downstairs 

Mr Jackson said a pregnant woman, Ayanda 
Nqezane, and her partner, Kenneth Williams, had 
been asleep in a downstairs flat at the time. 

They only awoke to evacuate the property after 
hearing the noise of firefighters walking upstairs. 

Mr Jackson said officers from the fire service 
were concerned about the lack of fire safety meas¬ 
ures. 

A follow-up inspection was carried out a day 
later when the full extent of the breaches were 
identified. 

Mr Jackson said: “This was an extremely serious 
incident. The property was a death trap.” 

Khan admitted five charges of breaching fire 
regulations and his case was committed to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court for sentence on July 8. 

Mr Mohammed Kasujee, mitigating, said Khan 
had been unaware of the provisions needed to be 
put in place.

We are winning war 
on vice girls - claim 


Scores of men have been 
arrested in a hard-hitting 
crackdown on prostitution in 
Walsall’s red light districts 
after patrols by plain clothes 
officers. 

The have been focusing on 
Caldmore, Palfrey and Pleck and 
said they were winning the war 
on prostitutes and kerb crawlers 
with their “zero tolerance” 
approach. 

Since the new crackdown - known 
as Operation Nominal - started at the 
beginning of February, officers have 
arrested 10 kerb crawlers and more 
than 50 prostitutes have been 
reported. 

Police have also issued 15 “engage¬ 
ment and support orders” to help 
prostitutes get out of the sex trade. 

The latest to be caught kerb crawl¬ 
ing is Stephen Hucker, aged 38, of 
Dartmouth Close, Coalpool, who has 
been ordered to pay £300 by the 
courts. 

He drove around the red light dis¬ 
trict in his Vauxhall Cavalier on May 
13, performing several U turns before 
stopping to pick up a prostitute in 
Wellington Street, Pleck, Walsall 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “It was part of an ongoing 
operation in the red light district, as a 
result of a variety of community com- 
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plaints. He stopped in Wellington 
Street and a woman got into the 
vehicle. The police then stopped the 
vehicle.” 

Self-employed mobile mechanic 
Hucker originally denied the offence, 
saying he had pulled over to answer a 
text message, and had seen the 
woman, who he knew. He later admit¬ 
ted kerb-crawling. 

He was not represented in court, 
and asked magistrates not to order 
the forfeiture of his car, or disqualify 
him from driving, as he needed to 
drive for his work. 

Soliciting 

Hucker, who admitted soliciting 
another for the purpose of obtaining 
their sexual services, was ordered to 
pay a £200 fine, £85 costs and £15 sur¬ 
charge. 

Pc Paul Fairhurst, from Walsall 
police station, said: “We have listened 
to the concerns of the local commu¬ 
nity. 

“We have adopted a zero tolerance 
approach and will be regularly 
patrolling the area. Anyone found 
soliciting will be dealt with robustly. 

“We are already pleased with the 
results and will continue to work with 
our partners to find a way to help the 
most vulnerable members of the com¬ 
munity.” 


Mixed messages 
in housing wrangle 


A long-running dispute to remove a 
homeowner from an abandoned 
Walsall estate could soon be resolved, 
housing chiefs have claimed. 

Around 280 houses have already 
been bulldozed to clear the way for a 
new development of more than 900 
homes on the once rundown Goscote 
Estate. 

But amid the rubble, a determined 
homeowner has refused to leave his 
home until he gets what he deems a 
“reasonable offer” for it. 

Glenn Miller has become the last 
man standing on the estate and his 
refusal to leave his home of more than 
20 years in Goscote Lodge Crescent 
has held up the redevelopment for 
more than two years. 

But bosses at Walsall Housing 


Group have hinted an end may be in 
sight to the dispute. 

Elaine Weston, the group’s head of 
development, said: ‘Work to rehouse 
our customer and take possession of 
the home is progressing steadily and 
is on track to be completed within the 
month.” 

Mr Miller said he was not aware of 
any progress and the situation was 
the same as before, with him waiting 
for what he believes to be a fair offer 
for his home. 

Over the last few years, hundreds of 
homes have been bulldozed as part of 
plans to regenerate the Goscote Lane 
corridor. 

The land has now become a magnet 
for yobs, with firefighters called fre¬ 
quently to extinguish fires. 



Couple to reopen pub

An historic pub which dates back 
almost 180 years is to reopen and will 
get £40,000 makeover over the next 
few years. 

The Swan in Brownhills shut 
earlier this year and has been empty 
ever since, sparking fears it may never 
reopen. 

But it is now being taken over by 
Geoff and Jane Taylor, who said they 
were thrilled. 

There has been a pub at the Pelsall 
Road site since 1834 and its reopening 
will be seen as a big boost to the town. 

As part of the takeover improve¬ 
ments will be carried out to the bar 


and function room and there will also 
be benches installed outside. The 
Taylors are from Brownhills and pre¬ 
viously ran the Prince of Wales, 
Watling Street. 

Mrs Taylor, aged 50, said: “We want 
to get it nice and clean and tidy over 
the coming years and want to reconfig¬ 
ure it all. 

“We are looking to spend around 
£40,000 over the next few years. 

“Everyone seems to know this pub, it 
is a bit of a landmark and we are 
looking forward to taking over. 

“We are looking to open in the 
middle of July.” 


Action call 
now centre 
is levelled 

A derelict community centre which had become a 
magnet for fly-tippers and vandals in Walsall has 
finally been demolished, prompting calls for the site 
to be redeveloped as soon as possible. 

Roapp Hall, Darlaston became a magnet for drug 
users and vandals when it closed several years ago. 

New owners came in to take over the site in Dorset 
Road, and have now completed the last stages of the 
demolition. They plan to build a residential rehabil¬ 
itation centre for spinal injury patients on the site. 

It will be the first centre of its kind in the West 
Midlands. Plans were approved by Walsall Council 
planning officers earlier this year. 

Councillor Paul Bott, independent representative 
for Darlaston South, said homeowners living nearby 
were having problems trying to sell their properties 
due to the problems created by the site. He added 
local residents had been fed up with the constant 
mess and anti-social behaviour at the site. 

However, the problems have evaporated now that 
the building has gone. 

Councillor Bott said: “It’s taken the anti-social 
behaviour away from that site. We were getting com¬ 
plaints about it all the time at one point, so it’s much 
better than how it was. 

“But the more it’s left, the more vulnerable it is to 
fly-tipping again. What it needs now is something to 
be done with it. The way the climate is at the 
moment though, it’s a matter of just hoping some¬ 
thing happens.” 

The site, on which the community centre was built 
in 1937, is set to become a new centre for the reha¬ 
bilitation of patients with spinal injuries, featuring 
hydrotherapy pools and a team of physiotherapists, 
nurses and consultants to help people recover from 
accidents. 

The plan is said to be the first of its kind in the 
region and is similar to a centre at the Royal Buck¬ 
inghamshire Hospital. 


Man, 30, facing 
cable theft charge 

A man has appeared in court accused of trying to 
steal cables from an electricity substation in a bur¬ 
glary that left another man with 90 per cent burns 
and caused a power cut. 

Daniel Timmins, aged 30, of Short Street, Wednes- 
bury, is charged with burgling the substation within 
Wilkinson & Mitchells, Bright Street, Darlaston, on 
May 21. 

A 34-year-old man who was also at the scene is in 
a critical but stable condition at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital, Birmingham after he was engulfed in 
flames. 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, prosecuting, said the 
incident caused up to £15,000 of damage, and the 
injured man’s condition was “unknown” at this 
stage. Timmins was released on conditional bail and 
is due to appear before Walsall Magistrates’ Court 
again on July 12.

Detectives 
believe she would have known her attackers. 

Reassure 

A police cordon was put outside the house 
as investigations went on and patrols were 
been stepped up in the area in a bid to reas¬ 
sure residents. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman Sarah 
Astbury said: “A post mortem has taken place 
revealing the woman died as a result of blunt 
force trauma to the head and body.” 

Acting Det Ch Insp Wayne Jones, of Force 
CID, said: “We would like to appeal to anyone 
who may have information to come forward 
and contact us. 

“Anyone who comes forward with informa¬ 
tion will be treated in the strictest confi¬ 
dence.” 

Neighbours have expressed their shock at 
what has happened with some speculating a 
burglary may have taken place, although 
police would not confirm that. 

Mrs Myring had lived at the address for 
more than 20 years.

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£1m bridge planned for village 


A£1 million bridge is to be built next to 
a crumbling old one in Pelsall. 

The structure will be created alongside 
York’s Bridge, which dates back to the 
1800s. 

When complete, the bridge will be able 
to cope with heavier traffic which trans¬ 
port chiefs say the historic one cannot. 

Pelsall Civic Society fear the old, 
weight-restricted bridge will eventually 
be demolished to make way for future con¬ 
structions on nearby fields, recently 
snapped up by developer St Modwen. 

British Waterways and Walsall Council 
have shared ownership of the bridge above 
the Wyrley & Essington Canal next to the 
Fingerpost pub in Norton Road. 


Consultant engineers Atkins have been 
appointed to design the proposed struc¬ 
ture and carry out ecological surveys near 
Pelsall North Common. 

Transport chief Councillor Tom Ansell 
said: “The bridge dates from the 19th 
Century and simply wasn’t built for 21st 
Century levels of traffic. 

“The bridge currently has a weight 
restriction on it. A lot of work needs to be 
done in order to help secure the money to 
fund it.” He said no date has been set for 
building work. 

“Not only is the bridge quite old, a new 
bridge will help straighten the road with a 
view to making it safer,” he added. 

Over the past 12 years there have been 


10 road traffic incidents resulting in 16 
casualties. 

Chairman of Pelsall Civic Society 
Andrew Weller said: “We have a suspicion 
there are plans to extract coal and clay 
from the nearby fields and after that it 
may become a landfill site. 

“All the old bridge needs is some point¬ 
ing work to spruce it up. We would like to 
see traffic lights installed at either end to 
control the traffic using it. 

“A new bridge without restrictions will 
bring more traffic through our village, 
particularly lorries. We believe satellite 
navigation systems will guide motorists 
through Pelsall as the quickest route to 
Birmingham from the A5.”

A working men’s club in Walsall which 
has more than 200 members is up for sale 
after going into liquidation.

It was put into liquidation by its 220 members 
after hitting problems because of dwindling support 
for its activities. 

The building and grounds in Lincoln Road have an 
asking price of about £240,000. 

Chris Moore senior partner, of Aldridge-based liq¬ 
uidator, K.J Watkin said it was hoped the club, 
which operated as a friendly society, would be sold on 
as a going concern. 

He said: “It has fallen out of favour and had an 
ageing membership.” 

Unsuccessful 

“They tried various initiatives to bring in young 
people and bring it back to life, but these were unsuc¬ 
cessful. This is a common issue with clubs up and 
down the country. It had got into a situation where 
revenues from the club and bar were insufficient to 
cover its expenses so members indicated reluctantly 
that it should cease trading.” 

He added there had been interest from potential 
buyers since it went into liquidation on May 6. Prop¬ 
erty agent Fraser Wood is handling the sale. 

The club was established in 1926 and in its heyday 
attracted members from the now demolished Crab¬ 
tree factory and Chamberlin & Hill foundry. In addi¬ 
tion to hosting social events it had a bowling green.

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Council cutbacks will 
see 160 workers lost 


walsallchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk 
More than 160 workers are 
leaving Walsall Council this year 
as a result of cost-cutting. Council 
bosses also announced that 51 jobs 
are to go in 2012/13 and 2013/14. 

Of the 162 workers leaving the 
authority this financial year, 113 staff 
are taking voluntary redundancy and 
49 jobs have been cut. 

A further 28 staff are leaving as a result 
of a restructure within a single service. The 
job losses come as the local authority 
battles to save a total of £70million by 
2015. 

Work is soon set to begin on drawing up 
the budget for the next financial year. 

Walsall’s finance councillor Chris Towe 
said: “As of May 17 a total of 162 staff have 
left or are due to leave the authority as a 
result of the 2011/2012 budget savings 
approved by council in February together 
with a further 28 staff as part of a restruc¬ 
ture within social care provider services. 

Services 

“A total of 113 staff are due to take volun¬ 
tary redundancy with a further 28 in social 
care provider services and there are 49 
compulsory redundancies. 

“The number of further compulsory 
redundancies is currently under review 
and where possible will be mitigated 
through the use of the redeployment 
process, which has already been used suc¬ 
cessfully to find new posts for at-risk staff. 

“Voluntary redundancy has only been 
considered in service areas where there is 
a requirement for staff cost savings, and to 
avoid the need for compulsory redundan¬ 
cies.” Councillor Towe said residents would 
be consulted as part of the budget setting 
process for 2012/13. 

“In terms of future savings, the 2011/12 
budget identified a further 51 posts to be 
deleted in 2012/13 and 2013/14,” he said. 
He added that the budget process for 
2012/13 would start shortly. 

Walsall’s 2011/12 budget unveiled a raft 
of cost-cutting measures.

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1,200 patients miss appointments 


More than 1,200 people across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire failed to turn 
up at hospital for non-emergency opera¬ 
tions, procedures and appointments in 
just three months, according to latest 
figures. 

The no-show patients have been 
accused of wasting time and money and 
putting their own health and that of 
others at risk. 

A total of 1,247 people failed to attend 
local hospitals including Walsall Manor, 
Wolverhampton’s New Cross and Russells 
Hall in Dudley. 

The number of missed appointments 
was 223 in Sandwell, 163 in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, 141 in Walsall and 77 in North 


Staffordshire. Walsall PCT spokesman 
Michelle Cummings said: “It’s really 
important the patients who are unable to 
attend an appointment that has been 
booked for them do their best to let the 
hospital, GP or other healthcare setting 
know.” Dudley had the fewest amount of 
missed appointments, with just 77. 

Patients in Sandwell and South 
Staffordshire were the most unreliable, 
clocking up 799 missed “elective admis¬ 
sion” hospital appointments between 
them. 

An elective admission is one that has 
been arranged in advance and is not an 
emergency. According to the latest Depart¬ 
ment for Health figures, 576 South 


Staffordshire patients referred by their 
GPs failed to attend their hospital 
appointment between October and 
December 2010. 

Dr Ken Deacon, medical director of 
South Staffordshire Primary Care Trust, 
said today: “This not only costs the NHS 
thousands of pounds but also wastes clini¬ 
cian time and prevents other patients who 
may urgently need an appointment from 
getting one.” 

NHS Dudley spokesman Laura Broster 
said: “Every missed appointment will 
have a cost associated with it and more 
than ever we need to ensure that we make 
the most of the money we have available 
to spend on healthcare in our borough.”

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New Manor car parks 
are open for business

New car parks at Walsall 
Manor Hospital which herald 
the completion of the multi¬ 
million pound redevelopment of 
the site has been opened to visi¬ 
tors. 

Demolished buildings including 
the old East Wing, St John’s Ward 
and the former pathology and outpa¬ 
tients centre have made way for two 
new visitor car parks with a com¬ 
bined capacity of 450 spaces. 

They are in more central positions off 
Moat Road and Wilbraham Road to make 
parking easier for patients and visitors. 

It is hoped the car parks will tackle the 
problem of cars clogging up nearby roads. 

Police have previously towed vehicles 
away after reports of workers also 
leaving cars outside homes despite 
paying for staff car parks. 

Demolished 

The main car park B is in place of the 
now demolished East Wing and St John’s 
ward and has 300 spaces. 

Car park D has 150 spots where the 
former pathology block stood. It com¬ 
pletes a £170 million transformation of 
the hospital. The existing Belle Vue car 
park with more than 150 spaces is now 
for staff only. 

Lincoln Dawkin, interim commercial 
director at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, said: “These are quite significant 
changes to the hospital site as car park H 
— the old Belle Vue car park - is no longer 
available for patients and visitors to 
park. “ 

Visitors to the hospital on the first day 
were full of praise of the new arrange¬ 
ments despite the introduction of a new 
“pay on foot” charging system. 

Day patient Margaret Lloyd, 67, of 
Mulberry Road, Bloxwich, was among 
the first to arrive in the car park D close 
to the accident and emergency unit. 

“We got in the site without any prob¬ 
lems,” she said. “It’s about time the car 
parking was improved at the hospital. 

“We used to park at the back on Belle 
Vue if we could find a space, but there is 

plenty of room now.” Work continues on the car parks built on the site of demolished hospital wings

Mini-school ordered to shut down 


A mini-school which was found operat¬ 
ing from a house in Walsall has been 
ordered to close down. Desks, chairs and 
whiteboards must now be removed from 
the home in Broadway North after plan¬ 
ning chiefs recently voted to take enforce¬ 
ment action. 

Neighbours had complained about 
parents parking in front of their drive¬ 
ways and on the road which is a no-stop- 
ping red route, as 16 two-hour lessons took 
place each week. 

Ex-factory worker Ajay Kapur, who set 
up Top Marks tuition service, told Walsall 
Council’s planning committee he did not 


know he needed to get planning permis¬ 
sion to change the use of the property. 

The 47-year-old spent £40,000 to 
£50,000 converting his garage into a class¬ 
room. 

But Councillor Mike Bird said: “I’m cer¬ 
tainly not going to support what is going 
on here as it is outside planning regula¬ 
tions. This is a school which is now tutor¬ 
ing up to 10 people. Four to nine students 
at a time attend.” 

In another case, planning chiefs 
approved plans to change Regina Court, 
Bridge Street, Walsall, into dance and 
leisure studio, an art gallery and 10 one- 


bedroom flats. 

Apian for a £1.3 million youth centre in 
the grounds of Joseph Leckie Community 
Technology College, Walstead Road, was 
approved. 

Homes and a care facility will be built on 
the former Chamberlin and Hill factory 
site in Reeves Street, Bloxwich, after 
plans for 32 homes were given the go- 
ahead. 

The committee gave the nod to plans to 
build homes in Millfield Avenue, despite 
complaints from neighbours who are con¬ 
cerned about congestion in what they say 
is already a busy area.

More than £1 million is to be ploughed 
into revamping a historic Walsall factory 
to safeguard workers’ future and create 
more jobs. Forging company WH Tildesley 
Ltd, Bow Street, Willenhall, is to replace 
its main building and invest in new 
machinery over the next year. 

Up to eight new jobs are also poised to 
be added to the existing 47-strong work¬ 
force as a result of the expansion plans at 
its Clifford Works site. The company dates 
back more than 130 years. It serves the 
aerospace, oil and autosport industries 
with links to Europe and America. Work is 


expected to start in the autumn and will 
take until next summer to complete. It is 
part of a long-term project to improve the 
business. Project manager John Coles 
said: “The main Forge building has been 
around a long time and we are going to 
replace that. It is a big investment and is 
part of our strategic growth plan,” he 
added. “We should be able to create some 
new jobs, particularly for modern appren¬ 
ticeships.” 

The company started off in 1874 making 
parts for horses including grooming equip¬ 
ment, the company switched to mass man¬ 


ufacture of horse shoe blanks during the 
First World War. It has flourished over the 
years and now creates hi-tech parts for dif¬ 
ferent industries. 

The fifth generation of the Tildesley 
family is now at the helm, which was 
founded by William Horace Tildesley. 
After William other members of the 
Tildesley family to take charge were 
Horace, William and David who took over 
after the Second World War. 

He was succeeded by son Richard in the 
early 1980s. Richard’s brother John joined 
in the late 80s and is managing director.

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Big push to remove danger plant 


A total of £100,000 is to be spent clear¬ 
ing a stretch of canal, which runs through 
Walsall, of an aggressive weed that is 
taking over the water and killing others 
plants and animals. 

British Waterways wants to rid the 
Wyrley & Essington Canal of floating pen¬ 
nywort. 

The plant - which spreads like wildfire, 
deoxygenating water and posing a flood 
risk due to its density — is particularly 
prevalent between Wolverhampton city 
centre, Wednesfield, Bloxwich, Brown- 
hills and Chasewater. Removing penny¬ 
wort will boost other plant growth. 

It will also help water voles, great 
crested newts, white clawed crayfish and 


red eyed damselflies. Removing it will 
boost growth of the native-growing float¬ 
ing water plantain - one of rarest water 
plants in Europe found in less than 20 
places nationally. Volunteers are being 
sought to take part in a clean-up between 
now and September, and again through¬ 
out 2012. 

Sessions will take place at various 
points along the canal, with volunteers 
working two to three days a month includ¬ 
ing weekends where necessary. 

British Waterways’volunteer co-ordina- 
tor Steve Bicknell said the project pro¬ 
vided a great opportunity to help control 
invasive non-native plants, learn about 
problems they cause and help spread the 


message to others. “For anyone who wants 
to help their local waterway this is a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity to get hands-on right 
now and to also have a role in monitoring 
the canal in future years.” 

Volunteers will need to be physically fit 
to walk sections of canal. 

British Waterways secured the 
£100,000 grant from the SITA Trust. 

It is working on the project with Walsall 
Council, Wolverhampton City Council, the 
Environment Agency and Birmingham & 
Black Country Wildlife Trust.

The council is the last authority in 
the region to cut the extra day, with 
its finance chief declaring: “When 
everyone else is working the council 
will be working.” 

But staff do not need to worry too much 
about losing the extra time off, as the lost 
days will be added to their annual leave 
allocation. 

Councillor Chris Towe said the recent 
extra day was the last Bank Holiday 
Tuesday to be enjoyed by thousands of 
staff and they would be back behind their 
desks after the long weekend in August. 

The only council in the region now to 
honour the extra holiday is Staffordshire

County Council. Plans emerged last year 
in Walsall to scrap the Tuesday holiday, 
with council chiefs vowing to ensure staff 
were only off on statutory days. 

Decision 

Union bosses tried to fight the move but 
the plans have now been rubber-stamped 
by the authority. 

No decision has yet been made on the 
10,000 workers’ three-day Christmas 
break, which bosses are considering 
cutting to two — just Christmas Day and 
Boxing Day. 

Councillor Towe said: “The council is 
making plans to open as normal on the 
Tuesday following the Bank Holiday in 
August. 

“When everyone else is working the 
council will be working. That is what the 


people of Walsall expect.” Other councils 
in the region have already scrapped the 
“bonus” bank holiday. 

“It was abolished by Wolverhampton 
and Dudley councils in 2006, while 
Sandwell axed it in 2003. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird has 
criticised the amount of time some staff 
spend away from their desks - with the 
authority having one of the worst sickness 
records in the country.

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Alarm call out cuts 


Fire crews in the West Midlands 
will no longer automatically answer 
fire alarms triggered at businesses in 
a bid to save almost £3 million. 

West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
service said answering automatic 
alarms during daytime hours was a 
“drain on the taxpayer” . 

It now will no longer send engines to 
companies from 8am-8pm. The 
service said it attends more than 
10,000 alarm calls every year gener¬ 
ated by automatic fire alarms - and in 
98 per cent of the cases there is no fire 
or emergency. 

A statement said: “It is clear that 
this is a huge drain on the taxpayer 
and an emergency response by a fire 
appliance puts the public at risk when 
in reality, there is no requirement for 


the fire service to be mobilised.” 

However, trade group the Fire 
Industry Association said companies 
have not been made properly aware of 
the changes. 

Group commander Jim Sinnott, of 
West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Service, said it costs the fire service 
just over £286 every time it responds 
to a call out. In all false alarms cost 
just more than £2.8m per year. 

The decision to cut the number of 
call-outs comes at a time the service 
has been told it must cut £7m from its 
£119m annual budget. 

Group commander Sinnott said: 
“We have a lot of these calls and it 
drains our resources. We now ask the 
owner or occupier to make further 
investigations before we attend.” 


Firefighters’ new uniform 



The new West Midlands firefighters’ uniform whichhas been introduced 


FIREFIGHTERS in the West Mid¬ 
lands have unveiled their new 
uniform which is now in use. 

The smart new uniform replaces the 
old orange kit. Supplied by Bristol Uni¬ 
forms as part of an eight-year deal, the 
brigade claims it saves £1.4 million 
compared to the previous contract. 

It will be worn by firefighters from 
all West Midlands Fire Service’s com¬ 
munity fire stations. 

The new kit, which is Paris blue and 
red, replaces the magma-coloured uni¬ 
forms. 

It also has a number of enhanced 
safety features, including a new 
helmet with built-in safety glasses, 
and the uniform itself is made from a 
lightweight and more breathable 
fabric. 

The kit was tested at Oldbury fire 
station with volunteers from across the 
region to make sure it offered the best 
fit and personal protection. 

The service invited four suppliers to 
submit kits to be tried out by the fire¬ 


fighters. The simulated test conditions 
included rescuing casualties from a 
house fire, and car crashes. 

Vij Randeniya, chief fire officer said: 
“Our firefighters are amongst the very 
best in the world and it is important 
that we do everything we can to 
enhance their personal safety. 

“As well as offering excellent safety 
and comfort, this kit also demonstrates 
exceptional value for money which is 
crucial to us given the financial chal¬ 
lenges we face.” 

Components 

He said the Bristol Uniforms kit was 
selected due to the additional compo¬ 
nents it offered which maximised 
comfort and protection. It has also 
been praised by West Midlands Fire 
Service’s 77 female firefighters, who 
received a separate kit designed to give 
a perfect fit. 

The new kit will cost the fire service 
£5.3 million, which represents a £1.4m 
saving.

LILIES in pots should be 
developing flower buds ready to 
burst into perfumed bloom at the 
next warm spell of weather. 

Unfortunately lilies in most parts of 
England, Wales and the lowlands of 
Scotland are now prey to the 
dreaded scarlet lily beetle that eats 
leaves and buds disfiguring the plant 
and weakening its growth. 

Before you see the adults with 
their distinctive red wing coverings 
you may notice the highly disguised 
grubs. These sap-sucking pests hide 
themselves away beneath a black 
covering of their own excrement so 
they look like a lump of dirt sitting on 
the lily leaves. 

Luckily there are systemic insecti¬ 
cides available that will control both 
larvae and adults. Simply spray the 
plant foliage with BugClear Ultra 
Gun!

LAWN CARE 


New mower may 
cut work time 


Why not invest in a new 
mower to ensure your 
lawn gets cut evenly, 
sharply and without 
mashing the grass blades?

Raking

does positive harm to the 
growing grass. 

So one way or another 
you will find you will have 
to physically remove the 
cuttings - with thatch it 


means heavy raking or a 
mechanical scarifying at 
least once a year. 

My new Worx cordless 
mower is perfect for my 
average sized lawns as its 
lightweight and easily 
manouverable. 

It is powered by an 
easily-recharged battery 
that seems to last for 
several mowings before it 
needs recharging and 
there is no power lead to 
drag around the lawn 
when in use. 

It has a good sized 
hopper so I only need to 
empty it once for every cut 
and I like the easily 
adjustable cutting height. 

The neighbours are also 
keen as there is a special 
setting that quietens the 
motor - it’s not quite silent 
but goes a long way in 
noise reduction. 

For a great looking lawn 
all summer you need to 
feed the lawn so that it is 
thick and lush.

With its historic past and vibrant 
present borough haslots to offer 


W ITH more than 400 businesses operating from within its main 
town centre, this is a vibrant borough with a rich history and 
a keen eye on the future. 

But what’s surprising about Walsall is how diverse the range of services on 
offer to residents and visitors is in some of its smaller towns. 

For example, Brownhills, in the north of the borough, is home to approxi¬ 
mately 140 shops and services, from big high street names to a diverse range of 
independent businesses which have recently won an array of awards from 
website www.thebestof.co.uk 

These include The Backyard Brewhouse, which, as well as being hugely 
popular with real ale connoisseurs, has won Society of Independent Brewers 
Gold Awards for its bitter, The Hoard, and East India Pale Ale. 

Austen Morgan from The Backyard Brewhouse, says: “This is very, very good 
news as our awards are judged by industry peers, people with thousands of 
years of experience who’ve picked our beers out as the best. “And it’s helping to 
raise awareness of the fact that there’s a very good brewery in Brownhills. Not 
that we’re becoming an overnight sensation, of course, there are still people 
who, when told there’s a Brownhills brewery, tell you not to be silly!” 

Fellow award-winner Darren Symes, of Darren Symes Butchers, adds: “We’re 
obviously very, very pleased to have won a national award like this, it puts 
Brownhills on the map. 

“People are turning back to their local shops as they’re falling out of love with 
supermarkets for a number of reasons. 

“We, however, know their needs. We get our supplies from local sources and, 
as I’m a qualified chef, I can give advice on preparation and serving.” 



in the Walsall borough, there is a 
good range of outlets ranging from 
well-known high street names to 
smallerindependent stores. A wide 
range of food outlets and pubs 
ensures visitors and residents are 
ably fed and watered. 

However, a lesser-known fact 
about Aldridge may be its place in 
television history.

Other Brownhills-based businesses picking up accolades based on the views 
of local people include ladies’ fashion store, Glamorous, Suzanne Lewis who 
sells babywear and accessories, Independent Mortgage Hypermarket and 
Brownhills Skip Hire, a family-run firm founded more than 30 years ago. 

Residents too speak highly of the town, with readers of local blogger Brown¬ 
hills Bob’s website, http://brownhillsbob.com/, responding favourably to a 
recent request to send in their comments. 

A user known as Miss Williams says: “We have several award-winning busi¬ 
nesses, while Downes Newsagents has been trading for almost half a century. 

“The Crown pub offers high quality food and drink and is regulary packed out, 
while Brownhills also has its fair share of notable people, including Erin 
O’Conor, Alan Wiley, Luke Roper, Pat Davies MBE, Doug Birch MBE plus many 
more.” 

Festival 

Brownhills also has its famous annual canal festival, which this year is on 
Sunday, June 26.Back in Walsall town centre itself, the market, which has been 
at the heart of the town since 1219, offers customers 100 different stalls of value 
to choose from. According to the market office: ‘Many of our traders are from 
families who have been on the market for generations, so there is a great tradi¬ 
tional atmosphere.” 

The town is probably best known for its leather industry, spanning more than 
200 years. Today, Walsall is still home to more than 60 leather companies which 
export a wide range of products worldwide. 

And, with five shopping centres, including an impressive Victorian arcade, 
the award-winning New Art Gallery, a huge variety of pubs, cafes and restau¬ 
rants and a fascinating leather museum, many residents and visitors find that 
all their needs are catered for. Over in Aldridge, often referred to as the village 


hall, in the south west of the borough, is famous for its lock industry and still 
retains many historic features, including the Victorian locksmith’s house and 
the clocktower, dedicated to surgeon Joseph Tonks, in the town’s marketplace. 

A quirky fact about Willenhall is how it got its unofficial name of ‘Humpshire’. 

In Elizabethan times, lockmaking was a cottage industry, meaning that 
tradesmen would work from home, spending many long hours bent over 
working.According to local history, being in this position tended to produce lock¬ 
smiths, or ‘lock-bosters’ as they were referred to locally, with humps on their 
backs, hence the affectionate nickname. In recognition of this, several of the 
town’s pubs, such as The Bell Inn, which once stood in Market Street, even had 
holes made in the walls behind wooden benches, so that hump-backed drinkers 
could enjoy a pint in comfort. As late as 1959, there were still men with humped 
backs living in the town. 

Surrounded by canals and famed for its light metalwork industry, Bloxwich 
is a forward-looking town that’s also steeped in history. And, although part of 
Walsall metropolitan borough, townsfolk here are keen — as residents of many 
other nearby towns are — to preserve their independence and identity. 

Rivalry 

In fact, a rivalry between Bloxwich and Walsall town itself has persisted for 
centuries and, although now said in a tongue-in-cheek manner, most residents 
firmly believe that Bloxwich quite definitely isn’t part of Walsall, referring to 
their larger neighbour as ‘The Foreign’. 

Bloxwich is home to a fine range of thriving local businesses, all taking pride 
in delivering an excellent level of customer service that shoppers don’t always 
get in out-of-town centres. 

Plus, for anyone who fancies a break from the hustle and bustle of the shops, 
Bloxwich is blessed with an excellent range of tranquil spaces, such as Prome¬ 
nade Gardens - home to the town’s historic fountain and a clock in memory of 
Pat ‘King of Showmen’ Collins. The King George V playing fields are also hugely 
popular with locals and visitors. Bloxwich offers excellent choice, from high 
street names to a broad variety of independent shops and businesses. 

And lastly, while Darlaston may be dominated by a certain well-known super¬ 
market, there is much more to this historic town than buy-one-get-one-free 
offers. The town is served by a wide range of independent shops and businesses. 
I also has Owen Memorial, Victoria Park and the sensory garden and children’s 
play area.

Twist on city classic will delight country drivers 


IT MAY NOT be the most immedi¬ 
ately attractive addition to the Mini 
range but the chunky new Country¬ 
man retains the brand’s capacity to 
create a stir. 

The fourth member of the BMW- 
owned Mini family certainly drew more 
comment than the £90,000 Merc I had 
been driving the previous week. 

If I was at the supermarket, shoppers 
wanted to know if it was any good; when I 
pulled up at my local park, dog walkers and 
joggers stopped to check out the car. It 
seems people are genuinely interested in 
the idea of a Mini 4x4. 

Which is good news for the Cowley firm of 
course. With more and more rivals desper¬ 
ate to grab a slice of Mini’s lucrative “bou¬ 
tique” market, it needs to explore new areas 
to maintain sales. 

Critics have argued that the Countryman

is too big to be a “proper” Mini but buyers 
will not be put off if it offers what they are 
looking for. 

And it certainly gives former Cooper 
drivers who have traded in their Minis for 
something larger, because kids have come 
along, the chance to return to the brand. 

I have to admit I was not particularly 
bowled over by the look of the car when the 
first pictures were released. 

But when I set eyes on the test car in the 
metal, I started to change my mind - I think 
it looks particularly good in the mono¬ 
chrome colours of white and black. 

The stylish cabin should prove a big hit 
with Mini fans. It offers the expected mix of 
the retro and the modern, with the familiar 
huge speedometer dominating the centre of 
the dashboard. 


But it is the new “centre rail” that is 
arguably the car’s most intriguing feature. It 
is effectively a twin metal bar running down 
the centre of the car between the front and 
rear seats to which a variety of storage con¬ 
tainers, audio devices and cup holders can 
be added. 

Opting forthefull-length centre rail means 
you only get two lounge-style back seats 
but a three-seater bench can be specified 
as an alternative. 

As the Countryman is an SUV, the driving 
position is raised, but only slightly, so you 
don’t feel like you are driving a van. 

Visibility is good and I liked the narrow 
doors which are less prone to being dinged 
in car parks than the wider ones on the 
regular Mini. The boot is more than twice the 
size of a regular Mini. 

Seat comfort was reasonable but the 
cushioning is flat and there needs to be 
more lateral support to cope with twisting B- 
roads. 


The driver controls the settings for fea¬ 
tures such as air conditioning, audio and 
satellite navigation from an iDrive-style 
knob, which is finished in downmarket 
plastic instead of the swish aluminium of the 
more upmarket BMW cars. 

The system initially looks complicated but 
once you get used to the idea of pushing the 
knob sideways to scroll through the menus 
it’s surprisingly easy to navigate your way 
round. 

Perhaps the most pleasing thing about 
the Countryman is the way it drives. Mini 
engineers have worked hard to preserve the 
sporting characteristics for which the brand 
is renowned. The steering is sharp and well- 
weighted, there’s plenty of zip from the 1.6 
litre 184hp Cooper S powerplant, and the 
six close-spaced gears add to the sporty 
nature of the drive. 

The Countryman goes round corners and 
roundabouts as if on rails and generally 
offers arguably the sportiest drive of any 


crossover under £25K. There aren’t too 
many of its competitors that can hit 60mph 
in seven and a half seconds and have a top 
speed of 135mph. 

Most Countryman models are front-wheel 
drive but the test car was the flagship model 
which came with Mini’s ALL4 four-wheel 
drive system. It felt utterly solid on the road 
and all-wheel drive will certainly prove 
useful when the bad weather returns. 

Further peace of mind should come in the 
form of the car’s five-star safety rating and 
the popular “tic” package, which takes care 
of servicing for five years/50,000 miles for a 
very reasonable one-off payment of £200. 

BMW claims an optimistic 46mpg for the 
combined cycle but 35mpg would seem to 
be closer to the mark, especially as the 
engine is more than happy to rev. 

Downsides? The Countryman is not 
exactly the cutest of Minis and it’s still not 
massively large if it’s a family carry-all that 
you’re after. Nor is it particularly cheap.

Walker has signed a one-year 
deal with the club. 

Walker, aged 37, returned to the Banks’s 
Stadium in October after six years away 
however, he has made 505 appearances for The 
Saddlers since his debut in October 1993. 

The veteran goalie told 
the club website, “I’m not 
getting any younger and 
it’s one thing I wanted to 
do so I’m happy. 

“I’m looking forward to 
the new season now it’s 
all sorted and hopefully 
we’ll be at the right end of 
the table, where we want 
to be because it’s been a 
difficult season but we’re 
ready for the hard work 
and hopefully we can 
carry on from the success 
at the end of last season.” 

“I’ve had a fantastic 
time at the club; I get on 
great with all the fans 
and I’ve got some great friends here. 

“It’s a great club to be at and I just want to do well 
for the club and always have done. If it is to be my 
last season it will be nice to finish things here but 
who knows. 

Hardest 

“I’m not saying it is my last but you never know 
but it was something I wanted to do. I think the last 
time I left we had just been relegated and that’s 
probably the hardest thing I’ve ever had to do in foot¬ 
ball so that wasn’t a nice thing to do. 

“This year we’ve had the success of staying up and 
with Dean as manager and the rest of the staff 
behind him and I like to work for them and do my 
best for them and like we say hopefully come out 
with a bit of glory.” 

Walker says Dean Smith and the Saddlers’ fans 
had a large impact on his decision to stay. 

“I spoke to Dean quite a lot. He even took me for a 
game of golf and we had a good chat on the way round 
and just to mention that I beat him! 

“It’s one of the things I wanted to do we’ll hopefully 
have a great season. We’ll work as hard as we possi¬ 
bly can and I’m sure the staff will get us working as 
hard as we can and we’ll be fit for the season and 
hopefully we’ll have a decent shape to the team and 
can kick on.” 

“The fans have had a massive impact. I think from 
the first game I struck up a great relationship with 
the fans and they’ve been fantastic; through thick 
and thin they’ve been with us. 

“Last season was hard for them but they’ve stuck 
with us and we were glad at the end that we had that 
bit of glory for them but we don’t want to settle for 
that, we want to be at the other end of the table.” 

Dean’s No2 will

Saddlers lose race for Gill to Rovers 


Grigg’s international battle 

Saddlers’ Will Grigg got a taste of intenational 
battle for Northern Ireland Under-21s last week as 
they drew 0-0 in the Faroe Islands in a 2013 Euro¬ 
pean Championships Qualifier. Grigg picked up a 
booking at half-time but played for 71 minutes. NI 
goalkeeper, Conor Devlin secured a point saving a 
last-minute penalty to give Steve Beaglehole’s side a 
share of the spoils. 


Walsall have lost the race for Matt Gill 
after the midfielder joined Bristol Rovers. 
The 30-year-old signed a three-year deal 
at the League Two club despite serious 
interest from the Saddlers and Exeter. 

Gill was one of boss Dean Smith’s top 
targets after a successful loan spell last 
term when he made eight appearances, 
scoring twice. 

He was released by Norwich last week 
and will now link up with new Rovers boss 


Paul Buckle - who he played with at 
Exeter. “We would like to welcome Matt to 
the club as our first summer signing,” said 
Pirates chairman Nick Higgs. 

“We have agreed terms with him and he 
will be signing his contract later this week 
after undergoing a medical with us. 

“Paul has kept in constant contact with 
us, despite being on holiday and Matt was 
a target who was very high up on his list. 

“We are confident that this will be the 


first of many new signings to arrive at the 
Memorial Stadium over the coming 
weeks.” Last week Gill said he would love 
to work with Smith again if the deal was 
right but the lure of a long-term contract 
at the Mem proved too much. 

“I absolutely loved my time there and I’d 
love to play for the gaffer if things are 
right. I’ve got a decision to make,” he said. 
“ My agent has spoken to him and he really 
turned it round there.” 


Darryl Westlake has signalled his desire to 
become the ‘right man’ for the job at Walsall. 

The right-back made 33 outings for the Saddlers 
last term as he helped them beat the League One 
drop by a point. 

He has already set the team a target of the play¬ 
offs and has now revealed his personal ambition to 
become boss Dean Smith’s first choice when it comes 
to the right-back position. 

He said: “I want to be playing regularly and I want 
to be in the squad and playing every week. I’m at 
that age where I need to start doing it. 

“I’ve got the capability of becoming the first choice 
right-back and hopefully with the games I play I can 
improve. 

“I feel I’ve improved every season, with the coach¬ 
ing ability of Jon Whitney and the gaffer that’s 
helped me out a lot and with Chris Nicholl coming in 
too I’m feeling good.” 

Westlake has played 57 games, scoring once, since 
breaking into the side in August 2009 under former 
boss Chris Hutchings. 

He added: “Over 50 games in two seasons is good 
and I’m only 20 so I’ve got to be happy with it. I’ll look 
to play another 30-35 games next season and get a 
couple more goals - I would be happy with that.” 

Westlake has also fired out a warning to Walsall’s 
League One rivals and has already targeted a shock 
play-off tilt. 

Stunning 

The ambitious player believes the Saddlers can 
stun the division’s big-boys and complete a stunning 
turnaround after last season’s Great Escape where 
they narrowly avoided the drop. 

They are already one of the favourites for the drop 
with bookies offering 15-8 the Saddlers won’t 
survive again. 

But after they beat the trapdoor by a point, West- 
lake insisted Walsall can upset the odds and gate¬ 
crash the top-six next term. 

“With more additions to the squad we can get into 
the play-offs,” he said, with some bookies offering 66- 
1 for the Saddlers to win League One. 

“With the team and form we had in the second half 
of the season we would have been about 10th and, 
building on that, I feel we can get into the play-offs. 

“Because of the position we were in last season 
people will take us lightly but they should be wary of 
us next year.” 

The Walsall Supporters’ Trust is running a coach 
to watch Saddlers play Greenock Morton with a bus 
leaving the ground at 7.30am on Wednesday, July 
13. It costs £25 on a first-come, first-served basis.

Taundry will 
be defender 

Richard Taundry said he is set to undergo a 
summer revamp to turn him into Walsall’s first- 
choice right-back. 

The 22-year-old will be handed the chance to 
cement himself in the back four after a spell in 
defence at the end of last season. 

He originally started his Saddlers’ career as a 
right-back - before moving to midfield under former 
head of youth Mick Halsall while he was a trainee. 

But boss Dean Smith sees him as a right-back and 
will put Taundry through a summer boot camp to 
convert him back into a defender. 

“I don’t mind where I play as long as I’m playing, 
but I’m 22 now and I need to be cementing a perma¬ 
nent spot,” said Taundry. 

“I know the manager is looking to keep me there 
but we’ll have to see what happens. I’m happy as 
long as I’m in the team but want to be playing in a 
permanent position so hopefully I can cement one 
down. 

“It’s where I started my career, I enjoyed it and it’s 
another plus for me. You forget a few things but you 
soon start picking it back up again and the lads who 
are here just nurtured me along, so I found it easier. 

“I’ve gone from right-back, left-back, right mid- 
field, left midfield, central midfield and back to 
right-back. 

“Personally I guess versatility is an advantage 
because if someone is out then I can step in but I 
could do with settling into one position.”
